Not since the inauguration of President 
McKinley have so many people been on the 
Senate side of the Capitol as were there to- 
day. The galleries were packed with peo- 

many of whom had arrived at the Cap- 
itol as early as 9:30 a. m., in order to obtain 
seats. Even the diplomatic gallery, which is 
rarely occupied, was filled, among those in it 
being Sefior Mendonca, the Brazilian Min-

Mrs. Thurston’s Dying Request. 


Mrs. Thurston’s dying request to her hus- 
band was that he should lose no time on ac- 
count of her death to do his utmost to save 
and free Cuba and its people. In accord- 
ance with this request, therefore, Senator 
Thurston sacrificed his personal feeling and 
delivered a speech that was his tribute to 
the memory of his wife. Without knowing 
the motive which animated Mr. Thurston 
and inspired him to his best efforts, his 
auditors Instinctively realized and sympa- 
thized with his evident emotion. 

The speech was very generally regarded 
as a masterly effort, and even those who 
could not agree with his conclusions con- 
ceded the power of his oration. As he 
neared the end of the speech his voice, which 
had been clear and ringing, noticeably 
broke. He was almost overcome by emo- 
tion, but rallied with an effort and closed in 
A manner that thrilled his auditors. 

Staid and dignified Senators turned away 
and wept, and in the galleries tears welled 
to hundreds of eyes. It was a remarkable 
scene, and the.stillness until the last word 
had been pronounced was as of death itself.

Has Been No Exaggeration. 


“Mr. President, there has undoubtedly 
been much sensationalism in the journalism 
of the time, but as to the condition of af- 
fairs in Cuba there has been no exaggera-

What Shall We Do? 

“What shall the United States do, Mr. 
President? 

“I am a Republican, and I turn to the last 
platform of my party and I read: 

„From the hour of achieving their own 
independence the people of the United States 
have regarded with sympathy the struggles 
of other American people to free themselves 
from European domination. We watch 
with deep and abiding interest the heroic 
battle of the Cuban patriots against cruelty 
and oppression, and our best hopes go out 
for the full success of their determined con- 
test for liberty.

„Mr. President, when that declaration 
was read before the St. Louis convention, 
over which I had the distinguished honor to 
preside, it was greeted with a mighty shout 
which seemed to lift the very roof of that 
great convention hall, and it was adopted 
as a part of the platform of the Republican 
party by unanimous vote. On the 20th day 
of June, 1896, Willlam McKinley, standing 
upon his vine-clad porch at Canton, O., in 
accepting the nomination then officially 
tendered him, said: 

The platform adopted by the Repub- 
lican National convention has received my 
careful consideration and has my unquali- 
fied approval. It is a matter of gratification 
to me, as I am sure it must be to you and Re- 
publicans everywhere, and to all our peo- 
ple, that the expressions of its declaration 
of principles are so direct, clear, and em- 
phatic. They are too plain and positive to 
leave any chance for doubt or question as 
to their purport and meaning.’ 

That platform of the Republican party, 
that indorsement by its nominee for Pres- 
ident, was ratified by more than 7,000,000 
American voters. That platform has 
marked my path of duty from the hour of 
its adoption up to the present time. 

It is am honored boast of the Republican 
party that it always keeps its promises, and 
that its platform declarations are always 
carried out by its administrations. I have 
no reason to doubt, I have every reason to 
believe, that the present Chief Magistrate 
of the United States still stands upon the 
platform of the Republican party.

was a distinct effort to inflame the passions 
and prejudices of the American people and 
precipitate a war with Spain. That time 
has passed away. ‘ Jingoism’ is long since 
dead. The American people have waited 
and waited, and waited in patience; yea, in 
patience and confidence—confidence in the 
belief that decisive action would be taken 
in due season and in a proper way. Today 
all over this land the appeal comes up to us; 
it reaches us from every section and from 
every class. That appeal is now for action.

They fear 
war, not because of any Christian or en- 
nobl'ng sentiment against war and in favor 
of peace, but because they fear that a decl.i- 
ration of war, or the intervention which 
might result in war, would have a depressing 
effect upon the stock market. 

“Mr. President, I do not read my duty 
from the ticker; I do not accept my lessons 
in patriotism from Wall street. I deprecate 
war. I hope and pray for the speedy coming 
of the time when the sword of the soldier 
will no longer leap from its scabbard to set- 
tle disputes between civilized nations. But, 
Mr. President, it is evident, looking at the 
cold facts, that a war with Spain would not 
permanently depreciate the value of a sing'e 
American stock or bond. War with Spain 
would increase the business and the earnings 
of every American railroad, it would in- 
crease the output of every American factory;

terprise would be worth more money than it 
is today. 

But in the meantime the specter of war 
would stride through the stock exchanges, 
and many of the gamblers around the board 
would find their ill-gotten gains passing to 
the other side of the table.

what one man loses at the gambling table 
his fellow-gambler wins. It is no concerr of 
yours, it is no concern of mine, whether the 
‘bulls’ or the bears have the best of 
these stock deals. They do not represent 
American sentiment; they do not represent 
American patriotism. Let them take their 
chances as they can. Their weal or woe is 
of but little importance to the liberty-loving 
people of the United States. Let the men 
whose loyalty is to the dollar stand aside 
while the men whose loyalty is to the flag 
come to the front. 

There are some who lift their voices in the 
land, and in the open light of day insist that 
the Republican party will not act, for they 
say it sold out to the capitalists and the 
money changers at the last national elec- 
tion. It is not so. God forbid. 


No Mortgage on National Honor. 

The 7,000,000 free men who voted for the 
Republican party and for Wiliam McKinley 
did not mortgage the honor of this nation 
for a campaign fund, and if the time ever 
comes when the Republican party hesitates

From 15,000 | te 20,000 to Ge into the 
First, Eighteenth, and Nineteenth 


Wards Alone—Clerks in Canvass 


Unearth Evidences of Fraud—War- 
rents Will Follow the Werk of Re- 
vision Tomorrow Night — Official 
Total for 7 and Cicero 74,187. 


More than 190,000 suspect notices will be 
issued by the Bpard of Election Commission- 
ers. This greatly exceeds the number of 
voters registered last Tuesday, and means 
that the poll books are to be thoroughly 
purged. From. 15,000 to 20,000 notices will 
go tothe First, Highteenth, and Ninetecnth 
Wards alone. In their canvass the election 
clerks say they run across scores of in- 


stances where there are no persons to an- 


swer to the names on the books. 

The South Town Republican Campaign 
committee is coffident the First Ward regis- 
tration will be reduced easily by 4,000.

Central Station detectives are looking dor

alleged irregularities in the Civil Service 
commission. In yesterday morning's mail 
President Dudley Winston of the Civil Serv- 
ice commission received a letter which bore 
Henry’s signature, threatening him with 
death unless he fulfilled certain conditions. 

The writer demanded that he be given 
back his old position as stenographer under 
the commission. Failing to secure it he 
would hold the President personally respon- 
sible and take his life. President Winston 
laid the matter before Chief of Detectives 
Colleran, and Detectives Haerle and Hor- 
wick were detailea to arrest Henry on sight, 
but they failed to find him either at home 
or in his accustomed haunts. 

The threatening letter received by Presi- 
dent Winston is the last of several sent to 
him by Henry ap for reinstatement. 
Henry said he had re énted of his action in 
testifying before the Berry committee and 
promised to behave if taken back. The let- 
ters were ignored. 

Henry, who is well known in South Side 
colored circles, was employed as stenog- 
rapher in the offices of the Civil Service com- 
mission until late last summer, when he was 
-discharged by Secretary Glenn for refusing 
to obey a teduest to move a table.

SERIOUS NEWS TO LONDON. 


London, March 25.—The Pekin corre- 


spondent of the Times says: 


“China yesterday (Wednesday) agreed 
to all the Russian demands. Following are 


the concessions: 


“A lease of Port Arthur for twenty-five 


years as a fortified naval base. 


“A lease of Ta-Lien-Wan for twenty-five 


years. as an open port and as the terminus 


of the Transmanchurian railway, with a 
right of fortification and the rights for the 


Russians to construct a railway from 


Petuna (in Manchuria, on the Sungary 


River) to Ta-Lien-Wan and Port Arthur on 


the same terms as stipulated in the case 


of the Transmanchurian railway. 
China saves its f by retaining nom- 
inal sovereign rights, which, however, it is 


powerless to assert, the lease being equiva- 


lent to cession.” 


The Times, referring editorially to the dis- 


patch of its Pekin correspondent as to the 
Chinese concessions to Russia, says: 


The news is so serious that it may com- 
pel England to take immediate action. If 


the Russian demands are allowed to prevail 


we shall be obliged to recognize the fact 
that China is about to be rapidly reduced to 


the position of the Khanates of central 


Asia, first terrorized and paralyzed, and 


ultimately swallowed up by Russia.“ 

The St. Petersburg correspondent of the 
Daily Telegraph says: 

All classes of the Russian army reserve 
have been warned to hold themselves. in 
readiness to be summoned to service, and on 
account of the difficulties in Corea it has 
been decided to dispatch to east Asia a corps 
of 50,000 men of the first line of reservists." 

Sir Chih-Chen, the Chinese Minister, paid 
a hurried visit to the Foreign office this even- 
ing and remained three-quarters of an hour. 


WILL BE PEACE ON THE NIGER. 


M. Hanotaux Will Make an Important 
Statement to Chamber of Depu- 
uties Today. | 


Paris, March 24.—The Figaro publishes an 
interview with M. Hanotaux, the Foreign 
Minister, in which he is represented as de- 
claring that the relations of France with 
all nations are cordial. 

The warm reception given in France to 
Queen Victoria, the presence of the Prince 
of Wales, and the coming of Lord Salis- 
bury,”’ said M. Hanotaux, prove the amity 
of England. I shall be able to announce in 
the Chamber of Deputies tomorrow that 


the Niger commission is on the eve of an 


honorable settlement. The difficulties are 
already half solved and danger can arise 
only from unforeseen events.“ 

Referring to the relations between the 
United States and Spain, M. Hanotaux said 
he could see no necessity for a conflict and 
that France desired above all the mainte- 
nance of peace, 

“TI foresee,” he said, “that the Chinese 
problem will be protracted, but France does 
not desire to witness the death of China. 
Such a catastrophe would shake the whole 
old world. The French domains in the ex- 
treme East are vast enough. We do not 
wish to augment them, but only to support 
and protect.“ 


BLIZZARD IN GREAT BRITAIN. 


Heavy Gales with Snow and Sleet Sweep 


the Coast—The Loss of 
Life. 


London, March 24.—Snow and sleet is fall- 
ing today in various parts of the United 
Kingdom, while heavy gales are sweeping 
the coasts and causing vessels to seek sheh 
ter. A blizgard is raging in Derbyshire, im- 
periling the flocks. There were many small 
wrecks, without loss of life, on the east 
coast, and the steam trawler Nellie, which 
was wrecked off Rattray Head, lost all its 
crew by drowning.

in a State of Alarm Over the Pros- 
pects of a Further Rise—Brief Sum-

tributaries. Cincinnati is preparing for high 


water. 

Telegraphic reports received yesterday by 
Tun TrRisune show the first estimate of 
property losses were not exaggerated.

Danger Not Over at Cincinnati. 

Cincinnati people are becoming alarmed 
with the river at fifty-one feet, a rise of 
three feet having taken place since 
Wednesday. The worst is expected today. 

At Zanesville over a third of the city was 
submerged. All railroads are tied up ex- 
cept one. 

Railways in southern Indiana suffered less 
than in Ohio, but many roads are still crip- 
pled. A forty-foot n of a bridge at Sey- 
mour and a levee broke, carrying away 100 
railway employés. All were rescued. Fac- 
tories at Connersville, Richmond, Shelby- 
ville, Rushville, and thousands of acres of 
wheat are ruined or heavily damaged. 

The official report of the Pennsylvania 
railway wreck at Columbus, Ind., states no 


one was killed. 


FLOODS DELAY MANY TRAINS. 


Pennsylvania and Baltimore and Ohio 
Suffer the Most—Mails Are 
Hours Late. 


The fioods in Ohio and Indiana are greatly 
delaying trains running through those 
States to Chicago. Trains are from two to 
ten hours late and in many districts have 
been abandoned. 

The Pennsylvania suffers the most. Only 
one train from Ohio arrived yesterday. It 
was due in the morning and came in at 5:30 

m. It brought cars that left New York 
on March 23. The B. and O. is also badly 
handicapped. The train from Chicago Junc- 
tion arrived two and one-half hours late. 
The New York train was reported four 


hours behind time last night.

WOULD BEHEAD ALL REPORTERS 
“Senor Polo in a Fit of Anger Denies 


That Spain Has Repudiated 
the Protocol. 


New York, March 24.—[Special.J—A dis- 
patch to the ‘Journal from Washington says: 
The Spanish Minister arrived at the State 
department shortly before 3 o'clock, and 


though his countenance was careworn and 


anxiety sat upon his brow he did not seem in 
bad humor. 

He remained in Judge Day’s room for 
three-quarters of an hour, and when he 
emerged his face was darkened with rage.. 
In the corridor of the State department the. 
Minister was politely accosted by a Journal 
representhtive for information as to the 
movements of the Spanish torpedo flotilla 
and concerning the report that Colonial 
Minister Moret had repudiated the Cush- 
ing-Colontes protocol. 

Sefior Polo looked at his interrogator with 

amazement and his breath came gustily. 
When he recovered sufficiently to articulate 
he exclaimed: “I can't tell you anything; 
I shall not talk.” 
He proceeded rapidly down the corridor 
to the elevator, followed by the representa- 
tive, who again asked for information about 
the significance of the protocol, Sefior 
Polo's indignation overcame him. It is 
not true,“ he declared, angrily. It is all 
bosh. Spain has not repudiated the pro- 
tocol. The newspapers cause all the 
trouble.“ 

The elevator door was open and the sefior 
grew angrier. “If all the newspaper men 
in this country were hanged then this ques- 
tion would be settled definitely.“ 

He stepped inside the elevator and as it 
descended turned to the grizzled veteran 
who operates the lift and continued: 
These papers ought to be suppressed. All 
the newspaper men ought to have their 
heads cut off. They ought to be killed.“
